WASHINGTON, Aug. 15 (U.R)— Trie senate labor rackets 
committee charged today that a henchman of New York 
labor racketeers Johnny Dio and Anthony (Tony Ducks) 
Corallo got $20,000 "free and clear" from a New York Team- 
sters union local. Committee Counsel Robert V. Kennedy 
identified the henchman, Sam Goldstein, as liaison man 
between Dio and Corallo in an attempt to swing an important 
Teamster election in New York for James R. Hoffa, crown 



prince of the Teamsters. 

Goldstein, let out ol loll to testily. 
Invoked the fifth amendment on all 
Important questions, hitting a two- 
a-mlnute clip for part of his time In 
the witness chair. 

His silence echoed that of Corallo, 
who refused to testify but heard the 
committee play a recorded wire-tap 
In which, he directed another Team- 
ster official to contact "Jimmy 
Hoffa." 

Kennedy said Goldstein, a sad- 
eyed man with wavy Iron-gray hair, 
is president of Teamsters local 239 
In New York. He said Corallo Is 
vice president but really runs the 
local— as well as five other New 
York locals of the Teamsters and 
other unions. 

Before the committee recessed for 
lunch, Corallo had ducked behind 
the fifth amendment 94 times. The 
committee orderedTilm to return 
to the witness chair for the after- 
noon session and said it would show 
the "Interest" he and Dio had In 
Hoffa winning control of the Team- 
sters union in New York.

NEW YORK, Aug. IS — Labor 
racketeer John (Johnny Dio) Dio- 
guardi and his bodyguard Theodore 
(Teddy Ray) Rl), were accused of 
Income tax evasion in two secret 
rackets grand Jury Indictments 
opened today in federal court. 

Dio currently Is under fire by the 
U. S. senate rackets committee, to 
which he refused to give any infor- 
mation. The grand Jury charged him 
with evading $20,168 on an Income 
of at least (03,333 for the years 1050, 
1951 and 1052. 

He also was charged In one count 
of the Indictment, with conspiring 
wltli Ray to evade taxes. Ray also 
appeared before the rackets com- 
mittee recently and also refused to 
testify, pleading the fifth amend- 
ment's guarantee against self-ln- 
crlmlnntlon. 

Dio and Ray already were under 
Indictment In the acld-bllndlng of 
labor columnist Victor Rlcsel. Their 
scheduled federal court trial on fed- 
eral charges of conspiracy to ob- 
struct justice In the Rlesel case has 
been postponed Indefinitely because 
witnesses have refused to testify 
against, them.

What's sauce for the goose Is not neces- 
sarily sauce for the gander, at least to the 
AFL-CIO executive council's way of thinking.

One might properly as*, whether the Southern roads 
ara more Interested In developing their part of Che 
country than are Ihe Western roads, whose constant 
percentage rate Increases push this part of the coun- 
try farther out of the picture. 

The West Is at the mercy of the railroads. Although 
the Panama canal was built nt great cost to facilitate 
Inlercoastal as well as foreign water shipping, It Is 
largely unused for transporting western products lo 
eastern markets. This Ls due principally to the high 
costs of handling water cargo, but tlje railroads 
themselves have acted U> throttle tills competition. 
The rate Increases they obtain so frequently nre per- 
missive, not mnndatory. They can, and do, cut rates, 
as well ns Increase them, 

Take canned fresh frails nnd vegelnbles, for In- 
stance, which are one of the Pnclflc Northwest's 
principal products sold In the East. About six months 
ago, Inlercoastal steamship lines had a considerable 
pari of. this business. Then- the railroads out their 
rates drastically and made the further concession 
of permitting three "stops In transit sn thnt part of 
a carload could be delivered at three separate points. 
This was a convenience that the aleamshlp lines 
could not meet. 

Also while asking for rale increases on commodities 
generally, the railroads have filed decreased tariffs 
on fresh meats nnd packing house products from the 
Middle West to Ihe West const. This, they contend, 
Is necessary to meet truck competition. 

The railroads didn't get nearly as much aa they 
asked from the ICC. They hnve Indicated thnt they 
will ask again for a rule boost to give them whnt 
they contend they need lo make a fair return on 
their Investments. Motor curriers will follow the 
railroad pnttern In seeking higher rales, which pyra- 
mid frlghtenlngly as products are handled time and 
time a'galii.^ 

How coma* the ICC, a government agency, gave In- 
flation such a shot In the arm, when government 
leaders are urging that every one hold down Infla- 
tionary demands? It could do. little else, as railroads 
are entitled to a fair return by the laws under which 
the ICC operntes. The carriers made a showing of 
Increased costs of labor and aupplles. 

What then enn be done to stop the rapld|y spin- 
ning spiral? The ultimate answer may be government 
controls similar to those of war-time.— Portland Ore- 
gonlnn.

Navy Slating 
Cutbacks for 
Civilian Jobs 

"WASHINGTON. Aug, 15 MfV-The 
navy said yesterday it will elimi- 
nate 18,000 civilian Jobs, most of 
them by the end of October. Il was 
the navy's second major economy 
order in as many weeks. 

Last week Lhe navy revealed that 
61 ships, including Lhe battleship 
Iowa, will be put in moLhballs by 
the end of the year. And lusald 19 
additional vessels, not identified, are 
also marked for eventual withdraw- 
al from the active fleet. 

Wednesday's announcement said 
the cutback in civilian jobs will 
amount to 4.6 per cent of the navy's ( 
current civilian work force of 389,- 1 
717. The navy said part of the re- 1 
duction will be accomplished by not 
replacing workers who die. retire or 
quit. 

Savings of an estimated six mil- 
lion dollars a month will result, the 
qavy said. 

This and other recent economy 
measures announced by the various j 
services stem from an Elsenhower 
administration decision to hold de- 
fense spending below 38 billion dol- 
lars in Lhe fiscal year which began 
July 1. 

The defense deparLment disclosed 
on Monday this breakdown of the 
38 billions among Lhe services: nir 
force, $17,900,000,000; navy. $10,400,- 
000,000; army. $8,950,000,000. The 
rest of the money will be spent by 
Lhe department for its own and 
interservlce activities. 

In order Lo hold within Its cell- 
ing, lhe navy decided last month 
to close down some shore activities 
and curLail others. The payrolj cuts 
announced Wednesday will include 
workers affected by Lhe earlier de- 
cision, it said.

Church Gets South American 
Trip as Reward From Demos 



WASHINGTON, Aug. 15 (Special) 
Senate Majority Leader Lyndon 
Johnson's choice or Idaho's fresh- 
man Sen. Frank Church as a dele- 
gate to the top flight Latin Amer- 
ican trade conference this week 
was seen by some observers here as 
the reward of a Job well done, 

Church left by plane for Buerjos 
Aires Wednesday with an Impres- 
sive U. S. delegation headed by new 
Treasury Secretary- Robert B. Ander- 
son. Senfibs Republicans were rep- 
resented by Sen. Homer Capehart, 
Indiana. 

Church Jointly sponsored the Jury 
trial amendment which made pos- 
sible passage of the_civU rights bill 
by the senate. Johnson effectively 
commandeered the southern forces 
during the historic debate, called the 
Inclusion of the Jury trial amend- 
ment a major triumph. 

But all-out civil riphts supporters 
such as Republican Leader William 
Knowland voiced regret that the 
amendment "weakened" trie voting 
rights section of the bill. 

Church's appointment as the sen- 
ate Democrats' representative, to 
the high level economic conference 
of Lhe organization or American 
states, was considered by^some_ob=. 
servers as further evidence of a 
civil rlght5-Hflll(L, canyon, voting 
trade. 

When the high federal dani pass- 
ed the senate last month, many ac- 
cusations were leveled at the Pa- 
cific Northwest Democrats that they 
had swapped votas with the south- 
erners. Last week when Sen. Wayne 
Morse. Democrat liberal from Ore- 
gon, wns the lone northerner to side 
with 17 southerners to vote against 
civil rights, the rapprochement was 
considered more apparent than ever. 



In announcing the appointment of 
Church this week, Johnson was 
warmly congratulatory to his 34- 
year-old collengue. 

"The senator from Idaho Is one 
of the newest members of tlie body." 
Johnson said, "but he has made al 
ready, a strong and lasting Impres- 
sion on both sides of the aisle
